542 and 79, all in Fort Wayne, Allen 
County, Indiana, containing approxi¬ 
mately 29,440 sq. ft.; 


said property more commonly known as Northeast Corner of Main and 
Harrison Streets, Fort Wayne, Indiana, and with street boundaries 
of Main Street and Harrison Street;
